LONDON, April 26.—Now that 


the London Naval Conference at 
last has come to an end, it is 
possible to see in clearer perspec- 
tive some of the troubles that be- 
deviled it. 

The difficulties that restricted 
the conference to a three-Power 
naval limitation agreement were 
not created during the negotiations. 
It is important that this fact 
should be recognized in any ap- 
praisal of the results. All the trou- 
bles that aroBe, except only the 


disheartening delay caused by the 
domestie political crisis in France, 
had been foreseen. They were 
deep-rooted in the situation faced 
by the conference at the outset. 

Everybody who had given any 
thought at all to post-war Euro- 
pean rivalries and fears knew that 
the road to a useful agreement 
among al] the five Powers repre- 
sented. at the London conference 
would be far from easy. An out- 
iine of the major obstacles was 
given by this writer’in an article 
published in the Post-Dispatch be- 
fore our delegates departed for 
London. No second sight was re- 
quired to make the prediction there 
made, namely, that the outcome 
would lie somewhere “between fail- 
ure and the complete realization of 
the Hoover-McDonald aims. 

Hopes and Results. 

Nevertheless, there was the 
chance that a way might be found 
to bring France and Italy into a 
compact with the three other na- 
tions. It was a chance that seemed 
to Mr. MacDonald and Mr. Hoover 
to be eminently worth taking, and 
they took it. Enveloped, quite 
naturally, in an aura of optimism 
given off by their own meeting of 
minds om the Rapidan, they be- 
lieved, or hoped, that the difficul- 
ties in the path of an all-inclusive 
agreement would be overcome. The 
fact that their hopes were disap- 
pointed does not argue that the 
effort was not worth making. In- 
deed, it seemed for some weeks 
after the opening of the confer- 
ence, even when the problems were 
fully understood, that a solution 
might be found, and it was not till. 
near the end that the search was 
definitely abandoned. 

The Prime Minister worked des- 
perately to achieve the object on 
which he had set his heart—too 
desperately, it appeared to many 
Britishers, who feared that in his 
eagerness to satisfy the French de- 
mand for additional security he 
would entangle the nation in some 
dangerous political commitment. 
Political Preparation Inadequate. 

If MacDonald left anything un- 
done, it was not during the con- 
ference but before it. As the event 
showed, the political preparation 
wag inadequate. Technically, the 
preparation on all sides was excel- 
lent: but politically too little at- 
tention Nad been paid to France 
and Italy. The MacDonald-Hoover 
understanding was not an unmixed 
blessing; it improved Anglo-Amer- 
ican relations and paved the way 
for the three-Power agreement, 
but it made the French suspicious. 

Throughout the conference the. 
French press reflected the national 
feeling that England, turning more | 
and more away from the League of 
Nations, was shouléering France 
aside to fall into line with America. 
This being the case, it was argued, 
France must hold tightly to ‘ther 
physical weapons of defense, except 
only as they might be sealed down 
in return for definite guaranties. 
It may be true, as MacDonald’s 
critics have asserted, that he ought 
to have gone to Washington by 
way of Paris. 

But even if the political prepa- 
ration had been much better than 
it was, it is doubtful whether the 
conference could have achieved 
much more than it did. Even had 
France been led by a new security 
formula to modify her tonnage de- 
mands to a point permitting her 
inclusion in the treaty, the thorny 
problem created by the Ttalian de- 
mand for parity with France would 
have remained.

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WARDEN BLAMES; 
LEGISLATURE FOR 
PRISON DISASTER 


Tells Qhio Invéstigating 
Committee He Has Plead- 
ed in Vain for 12 Years 


Against Fire Traps. 


“PROMISES WERE 
NEVER FULFILLED” 


In Answering Convicts 
Charges of Brutal Treat- 
ment, He Says It Never 
Has Been Used. 


By the Associgted Press. 

COLUMBUS, 0O., April 26.— 
Ohio’s Legislatures alone have been 
responsible for the State's over- 
crowded prisons and for the main- 
tenance of fire traps such as that 
in which 3270 Ohio Penitentiary 
convicts lost their lives Monday, 
Warden Preston E. Thomas de- 
clared today before the Governor's 
investigating committee. 

Thomas deciared that for 12 
years he had importuned the Leg- 
islatures to provide relief meas- 
ures: that-he had been promised 
everything and had received noth- 
ing. 

Laws were passed, he declared, 
which increased minimum  sen- 
tences and filled the prisons to 
overflowing because no means was 
provided to care for the ilong- 
timers. 

Better Than Fire Drills. _ 

Replying te inferences that fire 
drills shovid have been held at the 
prison, the Warden said that he 
never heard of.a prison which fol- 
lowed that procedure. He con- 
tended that order and discipline in 
true military fashion are main- 
tained at the Ohio Penitentiary 
and that they amount to more than 
fire drills. 

Thomas commented on the ac- 
cusations of convicts that he had 
permitted them to be brutally 
treated. “That is something that 
is not“practiced in the peniten- 
tiary.” he declared. 

Alleged instances of brutality is 
foreign to the purpose of the in- 
vestigating committee and will not 
be considered in its report, Attor- 
ney-General Gilbert Bettman de- 
clared today. 

Chief Deputy Testifies. 

The first of a long line of wit- 
nesses summoned by the arden 
were called to the stand. Among 
them was J. C. Woodard, Chief 
Deputy Warden and chief discipli- 
narian at the penitentiary. He tes- 
tified that during the 17 years he 
has served as chief deputy he 
knew of no instances of unwar- 
ranted, severe punishment, 

Through Guard Sergeant Hostet- 
ter it was established that a fire 
watch was maintained at night, as 
well as in the day time at the cell 
block building in which the pris- 
oners died. 

First-hand information from 
convicts of their attitude toward 
rioting and of -their reasons for 
sullenness and hate were obtained 
by Perry Cragg, staff photographer 
for the Cleveland News, who today 
went inside aith the convicts and 
conversed with many of the pris- 
oners. 

“Big Jim’ Morton, notorious 
Cleveland bank robber, told Cragg, 
“we don't want to start anything. 
We don't want bloodshed. It’s the 
fellows on the outside who are try- 
ing to agitate us.”

Contract for Sale of Prop- 
erty at $3,000,000 Above 
Valuation ‘‘Materially 
Alters Situation.” 


The water service plan for the 
proposed City of Greater St. Louis 
recommended by a subcommittee 
of a citizens advisory group has 
been rejected by the City and 
County Metropolitan Development 
Committee on the ground that the 
prospective sale of St. Louis Coun- 
ty Water Co. has “materially al- 
tered the situation.” 

By this action, which is under- 
stood to have been decided upon 
at an executive meeting Friday, 


the committee withdraws an ex- 
traordinary arrangement for pro- 
tection of the county water com- 
pany from “municipal competition 
for 15 years in case the Greater 
City did not buy its plant at a price 
satisfactory to its owners—an ar- 
rangement which it has been said 
probably induced the Common- 
wealth Utilities Corporation of 

Philadelphia to contrect to pay $$,- 
250,000 for the water company. or 
$3.000.000 in excess of the State's 
valuation of the property. 

The Metropolitan Committee an- 
nounced that after a discussion of 
the subcommittee’s réport gn wa- 
ter, “The Committee felt that by 
reason: of the prospective sale of 
the property of the St. Louls Coun- 
ty Water Co. the situation has been 
materially altered. It has there- 
fore decided to make a new study 
of the matter with a view to see- 
ing if it is not possible to provide 
for the prompt acquisition of the 
water company at a price fair to 
the public and to the stockholders 
of the company.” 4 

Original Pian Opposed. 

THe sentiment of the Metropoli- 
tan Committee is understood to 
have been overwhelmingly against 
the subcommittee’s recommenda- 
tion which provided, first. that the 
Greater City might purchase the 
water company by agreement at a 
valuation fixed by the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission: and. sec- 
ond, that until so purchased, the 
municipal waterworks should not 
compete with the private company 
for 15 years. 

_The significance of the recom- 
mended plan from the standpoint 
of the prospective buyers of the 
water company was pointed out by 
Joseph H Grand, city attorney of 
University City and representative 
of the County League of Munici- 
palities, in protesting to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission against the 
approval of the sale at a hearing 
at Jefferson City last Tuesday. He 
pointed out, as was shown in the 
Post-Dispatch last Sunday. that 
the owners of the water company 
would not be obliged to sell to the 
Greater City if the valuation fixed 
by the commission was unsatisfac- 
tory to them, and that failing to 
purchase the private company. the 
Greater City would be obliged not 
its municipal service to 
those of its citizens residing in the 
area now served by the private 
company. 

Fears Exploiting of Property.

Accused in Letter of Play- 
ing Politics, Idahoan Says 
American Principle Is at 
Stake.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The 
long-deferred battle over the con- 
firmation of John J. Parker as 
Justice of the United. States Su- 
preme Court will open on the Sen- 
ate floor Monday, unless his name 
is withdrawn before then, which is 
not expected. A struggle surpass- 
ing in intensity that which at- 
tendeg the confirmation of Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes is 
in prospect. 

Parker was nominated by Pres- 
ident Hoover more than a month 
ago. Opposition to confirming him 
has now reached such proportions 
in the Senate that rejection is con- 
sidered likely. 

The principal objections raised 
against Parker are as follows: His 
opinion upholding an injunction 
against West Virginia coal miners 
under the notorious ‘Yellow Dog”’ 
contracts; his disparaging allusions 
to Negro voters when he was Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of 
North Carolina in 1920; his fail- 
ure as Prosecutor of alleged war 
frauds when he was assistant to 
Attorney-General Harry Daugher- 
ty in 1923; and his general judi- 
cial qualifications. 

Late developments in the back- 
stage conflict which will emerge on 
the Senate floor Monday were the 
disclosure today that Federal 
Judge Johnson J. Haynes of the 
middle District of North Carolina 
has been actively lobbying for 
Parker’s confirmation, and the 
making public by Senator Borah of 
a letter written by himself to a 
North Carolina textile manufactur- 
er who had accused Borah of a 
demagoguery in opporing Parker. 

A Washington Ooincident. 

By an extraordinary coincidence, 
at the very time when the Senate 
is engaged in ~ debating Parker's 
opinion upholding “Yellow Dog” 
contracts, the Supreme Court a few 
yards away will be listening to ar- 
guments -in a case in which an- 
other Federal Judge enjoined a 
railroad company from compelling 
its employes to sign such  con- 
tracts. 

More significant still is the fact 
that the Court, on the basis of past 
performance, may be expected to 
divide four-to-four, on the issue, 
which would result in the injunc- 
tion against “Yellow Dog’ § con- 
tracts being upheld as occurs when 
the court divides evenly. While 
this was happening, the Senate 
would be considering filling the 
ninth place on the court with a 
man already committed to the 
“Yellow Dog” principle. 

Federal Judge Haynes’ activity 
in behalf of Parker was bared by 
Senator Overman (Dem.), North 
Carolina, who appears to be weak- 
ening in his support of the nomi- 
nation. Overman made public a 
telegram he had received from 
Judge Haynes, in which the latter 
urged Overman to increase his ef- 
forts in Parker's behalf, and ad- 
vanced arguments which might be 
used in persuading other Senators 
to support him. Most of them re- 
lated to Parker's anti-Negro ut- 
terances. 

Borah on Labor’s Rights. 

The Borah letter was addressed 
to Rignal W. Baldwin of Baltimore, 
who was identified as part owner 
of a textile mill at Marion, N. C.., 
where bloody riots occurred last 
year in connection with a strike of 
mill workers. Baldwin had written 
Borah, accusing him of opposing 
Parker in order to get the “labor 
vote.” In his reply, Borah said: 

“You state in your letter: ‘Labor 
has rights, and I recognize them. 
But labor, because of its enormous 
vote and organization, has thereby 
no increased rights.’ You have 
Stated the proposition well, and 
with your statement I thoroughly 
agree. Labor has no rights because 
of its votes, great or small, but it 
has rights regardless of its votes. 

“If some principle of law and so- 
clal justice were at stake, you 
would not, I presume, refuse to 
support it simply because someone 
might charge you with seeking la- 
bor votes. You would not, I pre- 
sume, abandon a position which 
you thought a just one because you 
happened to be found in company 
with labor. 

“It is very easy, when matters 
are pending here which involve 
the rights of labor, for people to 
say that those who support the 
cause are demagogues and politic- 
al cowards. If these same peo- 
ple would devote their rare in- 
tellectual attainments to ascertain- 
ing just what the question is, and 
whether or not it is right, they 
might make a great saving in ad- 
jectives and epithets.

The Supreme Court Case, 
The injunction to be argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court Tuesday 
was issued by Federal Judge 
Hutchinson of Houston, Tex., 
against one of the Southern Pa- 
cific lines. He held that the im- 
position of such contracts on em- 
ployes constituted a violation of 
the railway labor act. The road 
appealed to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, at New Orleans, which 
sustained the injunction, where- 
upon an appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court. 

Labor will be represented in 
the argument by Donald Richberg, 
attorney tor the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks, and noted as an 
authority in labor and utility valu- 
ation matters, 

Tremendous pressure has been 
exerted on Senators from admin- 
istration sources within the last 
few days, in an effort to have 
Parker confirmed. One Senator 
reported receiving a message to 
the effect that he must take his 
choice between administration 
favor and the Negro vote in his 
state. There has been a strenu- 
Ous campaign to “line up” South- 
ern Democrats by emphasizing 
Parker’s anti-Negro record, and 
the Klan is said to have become 
active in his behalf. 

Telegrams denying reports that 
Negroes were being intimidated in 
North Carolina because the Na- 
tional Association for Advancement 
of Colored People opposed the ap- 
pointment of Judge Parker to the 
Supreme Court were made public 
today by Senator Overman. 

The telegrams were from Gov. 
O. Max Gardner, Federai Judge 
John J. Hayes and James H. Ram- 
say, Salisbury postmaster. They 
were received as Senate Republic- 
an leaders were attempting to 
line up enough votes to insure con- 
firmation when the appointment is 
taken up in the Senate next week.

From 1897 to 1906 
he was engaged in advertising and 
financial statistics work, subse- 
quently becoming identified with 
the Wall Street Journal.

could be issued only after local 
peace officers had _ testified to 
their inability to preserve order by 
the usual means. In no instance 
could an injunction issue unless 
it was shown that the injury re- 
sulting from failure to issue it 
would exceed the injury resulting 
from its issuance. 

Complaints applying for re- 
straining orders in labor disputes 
would be required to prove that 
they had made every reasonable 
effort to settle the dispute by ne- 
gotiating, either personally or 
through the official machinery 


provided for mediation and arbi- 


tration. ; toe, 
Criminal Contempt Prosecutions. 
The provisions governing pun- 
ishment for criminal contempt re- 
late not only to contempt citations 
growing out of the issuance of in- 
junctions, but to general prosecu- 
tions for criminal contempt. They 
would authorize any defendant ac- 
cused of contempt to file a demand 
that the case be heard by another 
Judge, “if the contempt arises 
from an attack on the character 
or conduct of a Judge, and occurs 
otherwise than in open court.” 
The “yellow dog” contract, 


has been mentioned frequently 
in the discussion surrounding 
the nomination of Judge John 
J. Parker of North Carolina as an 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court. 

The subcommittee includes Sen- 
ators Norris of Nebraska and 
Blaine of Wisconsin, Republicans, 
and Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mon- 
tana.

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GANDHI ORDERS.

Nationalist Leader Now 
Willing to, Offer His 
Head, He Tells Crowd at 
Charvada, Indi India.

BOMBAY, April 26.—Mahatma 
Gandhi today announced he soon 
would lead a group to take pos- 
session of the Government Salt de- 
pot at Dharasana. 

Previous manifestations spon- 
sored by the Nationalist leader 
have centered around the manu- 
facture of salt illegally. At the 
out set of his campaign he ruled 
out a suggestion that salt depots 
be raided, fearing Government au- 
thorities would fire on the invad- 
ers. 

Now Gandhi is prepared to of- 
fer his head for the cause, he told 
@ crowd at Charvada, whence he 
had motored from Bulsar. He 
said he would take with him both 
men and women, but only those 
cloth, had 
quor and boycotted for-

The Mahatma made a strong ap- 
peal for martyrs, saying he would 
have been glad had Ramnik Nal— 
his first supporter—been shot or 
suffered a broken head instead of 
having been arrested. He added 
that he and all his volunteers 
would present their broken heads 
to the Government. 

He concluded by saying that 
breaking of the salt act alone 
would not bring independence, as- 
serting that other acts would have 
to be violated to attain the de- 
sired end. 

News from other parts of India 
showed the country more quiet 
than recently. Peshawar was or- 
derly and it was said the fierce 
border tribes living about the city 
apparently had not been stirred by 
disturbances in the town. Troops 
were still on the alert, machine 
guns were posted at all strategic 
points and markets were closed. 
In the gold fields of Oorgaum 
strikers burned several buildings 
and coolies employed in the mines 
began a general exodus to their 
own villages. 

Two platoons of Assam rifles 
have arrived at Chittagong to as- 
sist in the search for the insur- 
gents who attacked the arsenal 
there last week. 

Unofficial reports say the insur- 
gents have fled from the Hatha- 
zari Mountains and that 23 guns, 
with some ammunition, have been 
seized by troops. 


Viceroy of India Says Gandhi 
Group “Rejects Way of Peace.” 


SIMLA, April 26.—Lord Irwin, 
Viceroy of India, today accepted 
the resignation of V. J. Patel, 


speaker of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, and discussed Patel’s action in 
the following letter: 

“T have to acknowledge receipt 
of your two letters wherein you 
submit your resignation from the 
office of president of the assembly 
and discuss at length the reasons 
that led you to that decision. 
“Your letters make it plain that 
your course of action is not one 
that could be influenced by rea- 
sonable argument and it is evident 
that nothing is to be gained by a 
detailed reply, nor is it necessary 
for me to vindicate the officers of 
my Government against charges 
which bear on their face their own 
refutation. 

“You have, however, given an 
account of various conversations 
you have had with me during the 
time we were in official relations, 
and though I am not in a position 
to question the explanation of your 
motives and actions must claim to 
be the best interpreter of my own. 
“One conspicuous example of the 
misunderstanding of the events lies 
in your belief that it was at your 
request, or in accordance with your 
advice, that my government dis- 
charged responsibilities in con- 
nection with the movement for 
refusal of payment of land reve- 
nue at Bardolita and Luka in 1928. 
“I regret that our official con- 
nection should be terminated un- 
der such circumstances, and can 
only hope that you and those with

No One Villain of the Piece. 

It cannot fairly be said that any 
one nation at London was responsi- 
ble for the failure to reach a five- 
Power agreement, There was no 
single villain of the piece. France, 
it may be argued, blocked the way 
with her insistent demand for more 
security in exchange for any mra- 
terial reduction in her navy. But 
it cannot be said of France that 
she introduced an unforeseen ob- 
stacle into the conference. She 
declined even to attend the Geneva 
conference, and when she agreed 
to come into the London gathering 
she put the nations on notice re- 
garding her attitude. 

Consistently for the last 10 years 
France has held to the thesis that 
the peace of the world must be 
“organized” through general and 
regional agreements to use mili- 
tary and economic force against a 
peace-breaking state. She has con- 
tended, moreover, that the subject 
of land armaments is intertwined 
with that of naval armaments and 
that the proper place for the dis- 
cussion of limitation is at Geneva, 
under the aegis of the League of 
Nations. She has long stood for 
the ‘“‘global’”’ theory of limitation as 
against the method of reduction by 
categories. 

France made known her views 
in her memorandum of last De- 
cember. They were couched in un- 
mistakable language. It was not her 
fault that some of the officials of 
our government believed or pre- 
tended to believe that the memo- 
randum was issued for home con- 
sumption merely and that France 
at the conference table would talk 
in a different key. 

France soon showed that she 
meant precisely what she had said. 
Her attitude at the conference may 
have been founded on a wrong- 
headed doctrine of what constitutes 
national security, but in her view 
it was, and is, a doctrine flowing 
logically from the covenant of the 
League of Nations. It is beside 
the point that England holds an- 
other opinion of the obligations as- 
sumed by members of the League. 
The point is that the attitude of 
France was well known in advance 
and that throughout the conference 
she pursued a consistent and 
above-board course.

The London conference dealt with 
two triangular problems, with En- 
gland as a common factor, One 
problem was to bring America, En- 
gland and Japan into accord, and 
the other to make an agreement 
among England, France and Italy. 
Though the solution of both was 
necessary to a rounded compact 
among the five Powers; they were 
quite distinct one from another and 
required different methods of ap- 
proach. America was interested in 
the second problem only insofar 
as the solution might affect the 
basis of our agreed-upon parity 
with Britain. 

Had the United States and Great 
Britain alone been concerned, the 
naval] conference need not have 
lasted a week. Since parity be- 
tween the two had been agreed 
upon, no political principles were 
involved. The outlines of a ton- 
nage agreement had been drawn in 
the conversations last summer be- 
tween Ambassador Dawes and 
Prime Minister MacDonald and la- 
ter between President Hoover and 
MacDonald. Between the two na- 
tions there was a genuine will to 
agree—that was the important 
thing. 

Winning Over Japan. 

Britain and the United States 
having reached an agreement— 
and reached it in a manner augur- 
ing well for future relations be- 
tween the two countries—it_ re- 
mained to complete the triangle by 
bringing in Japan: Japan at Wash- 
ington received a 60 per cent ratio 
in capital ships. She came to 
London asking for 70 per cent in 
auxiliary tonnage, and particularly 
in the heavy cruiser, category. 

How to satisfy Japan and yet 
not go so far as to endanger the 
treaty in the Senate was a _ nice 
problem. Its solution reflects cred- 
it on both delegations and espe- 
cially on Ambassador Matsudaira 
and Senator Reed.

Where France and Italy Clash. 
France's demand for a new se- 
curity compact was motivated by 
her growing rivalry with Italy. 
There is bad blood between these 
two on many counts. Chief of these 
is the aggressive attitude of Italy 
in seeking to expand her African 
colonial possesisons. That is an- 
other story, which will be dealt 
with in a later article. Suffice it 
for the present that the Mediter- 
ranean problem more than any 
other caused the breakdown of the 
effort to reach a five-Power lim- 
itation agreement, 

Italy’s demand for parity with 
France has been referred to.

knew about “Folta” from Bassa. 
Since confessing the crime, Dr. 
Bass has signed releases invalidat- 
ing the four policies, for $50,000 
each, which were issued by the Lin- 
coln “National Life Insurance Co. 
of Fort Wayne, Ind. The Lincoln 
National carried $50,000 of the 
amount and had reinsured the re- 
mainder in three other companies. 

Opens Way for Fraud. 

“Such loose methods make the 
companies subject to fraudulent 
schemes,” Thompson said.

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MISSOURI SHERIFF SHOT 
BY KIDNAPING SUSPECT 


Ed Spickard of Grundy Coun- 
ty Wounded After Arrest- | 
ing Pair at Trenton.

Sheriff Ed Spickard of Grundy 
County was shot here today by two 
men whom he bad arrested as sus- 
pected kidnmapers and robbers at 
the railroad station where they 
were waiting fcr a train.

Early this afternoon Grant L. 
Stengel, a taxicab driver from 
Kansas City, was found bound and 
gagged, on a highway near Edin- 
burg, Mo., five mfles west of here. 
He said he had been kidnaped last 
night in Kansas City by two men 
in an autgmobile. 

The cab driver said he was 
thrown out at the place on the 
highway where he was discovered 
this afternoon.

This salesman, Karl L. Rund- 
berg, former manager of the Jef- 
ferson City branch of the firm, 
managed to protect his clients by 
methods varying from pleas that 
the clients needed ready money, to 
suggesting to fhe clients that they 
turn over to the postal auhorities 
written guaranetes to refund made 
by the Youngs—a method - that 
readily produced the money. 
Sale of Young Bros. preferred 
stock, which was not registered in 
compliance with the State blue sky 
law, was begun about June or July 
of 1929, Rundberg said. The Youngs 
wrote to their salesmen to pick out 
their best customers and give them 
a chance to buy this stock, ag a re- 
ward for their business, Rundberg 
said. The salesmen were informed 
the stock was registered under the 
law, he said. 
Rundberg said his doubt as to 
the methods of the company, that 
had developed during 1929, was 
strengthened when Fred Young and 
Biodgett Priest of St. Louis, one of 
the firm's attorneys, came here 
early in October, 1928, in response 
to a call from Securities Commis-, 
sioner F. T. Stockard. Rundberg 
said they told him they were in 
Jefferson City to see about regis- 
tration of another security, but 
Stockard later told him he had 
threatened to issue a cease and de- 
sist order against the firm for sell- 
ing its unregistered preferred 
stock.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. April 
“§.—Secretary of State Chas U. 
Becker made public a long letter 
ef defense today in-reply to Gov. 
Caulfield’s demand of last Wed- 
nesday for a full official report of 
all transactions had by Becker and 
his subordinates with the defunct 
brokerage firm of W. H. Young & 
Bros., Inc., of St. Louis. He prom- 
ised to file the report. 

Becker’s letter, which he had 
been preparing for two days, is 
his first official statement on the 
criticism of his department, and 
his appointee, State Securities 
Commissioner, F. T. Stockard, for 
net acting against Young Bros., 
efter the St. Louis Better Business 
Bureau had repeatedly urged an 
investigation, and after the de- 
partment had learned the firm was 
selling its unregistered preferred 
stocks. 

The firm collapsed last March 
°4 with 8 cents in the till, $26,- 
600 in overdrafts, and a loss to 
customers estimated at $2,000,-/ 
000. 

The ietter, aside from a para- | 
graph or two promising to comply 
with the Gevernor’s direction for a 
report, devoted 2500 words to a 
defense of Becker's political rec- 
erd, his department, the rural 
press, and residents of the Missouri 
Ozarks, and an attack on the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch -and the 8st. 
Louis Star. The EHetter Business 
Bureau, and the Associated Indus- 
tries of Missouri, whose pians for 
eonsolidating state departments 
and improving the state’s business 
methods have been fought by 
Becker, were inciuded in the de- 
nunciation. 

How He Figures Saving. | 

Becker declared his confidence 
in Securities Commissioner Stock- 
ard, who has charge of the State 
Securities Department and acts un- 
der the direction of Becker. re- 
mains unshaken. “I am confident 
that you will find that he handled 
the Young episode in the only way 
it could have been handled,”’ Beck- 
er said. 

‘The Secretary of State said just 
as soon as Commissioner Stockard 
discovered the Youngs were selling 
unregistered and unauthorised 
stock, he ordered the firm to buy 
it back, on demand, which the firm 
agreed to do, and did so until 
“their financia] resources were ex- 
bausted.”’ 

“If he had peremptorily stopped 
the company from doing business in 
the State,” Becker said, “the in- 
vesting public would have tlest 
$500,000 more than was lost, that

value. 

“First, I want to say again that 
my confidence in the integrity of 
Fenton T. Stockard, Commissioner 
ef Securities under me, remains 
unshaken. I am confident that 
you will find that he handled the 
Young episode in the only way it 
could have been handled.

George M. Husser, a high-class 
gentleman, who is manager of the 
Better Business Bureau of Kansas 
City, has given an interview bear- 
ing out my claim, and he says that 
the only trouble with the depart- 
ment has been that the Legislature 
never made sufficient appropria- 
tion for help for Mr. Stockard to 
make adequate investigations. If 
you did not see Mr. Husser’s fear- 
less statement it might interest | 
you to know that he also spoke | 
highly of the Youngs, saying that | 
he never detected them selling any |

They re- 
turned to St. Louis yesterday for a 
one-day stand at the Shubert- 
Rialto Theater, giving “Twelfth 
Night” in the afternoon and, of 
course, “Hamlet” in the evening. 

Of the various itinerant purvey- 
ors of Shakspeare, Greet maintains 
perhaps the highest average of 
excellence. Presenting the vari- 
ous comedies and tragedies, each 
with its peculiar exactions, is not 
easy. To do the thing at all well 
is extraordinary; to do it as Greet 
does it is phenomena! in the field 
of modern entertainment 

Greet clings to the Shakspear- 
ean tradition. His players strut 
their brief bit upon the stage with- 
out benefit of scenery—a simple 
hanging at the back, with open- 
ings for entrances and exits and 
windows, a few stools, a sort of 
dais, and that is ail. 

Indeed, the play IS the thing. 
With Greet, Shakspeare is no mere 
vehicle for a star's aspirations, but 
a well-balanced, well-rounded and 
complete whole, and his company 
is able. There are no stars, no 
outstanding performances other 
than the text requires. 

Characteristically, for -“Hamlet” 
Greet chooses to offer the First 
Quarto version of 1603, a ruder, 
more robust and forthright text 
than the ene usually presented. It 
moves with no ambiguity through 
Hamlet's discovery of his father’s 
murder to his deliberate plot to 
trap his uncle, the murderer, and 
the melodramatic finale with ev- 
eryone dead on the stage. The 
source of the text is explained in 
a footnote for the sake of any in 
the audience whe might think te 
detect some minute misquotation in 
many of the familiar lines. 

Greet encased his heavy figure 
in the robes of Corambis (Polo- 
nius, then doubled as the First 
Gravedigger. The Hamlet was 
Russell Thorndike, physically a bit 
lumpy and/mature for the conven- 
tional notion of the Melancholy 
Dane, but equipped not only with 
thoreugh understanding of his role 
but also the ability to carry over 
his implications to the ‘audience. 
The quaintly beautiful Thea 
Holmes made an appealing Ophe- 
lia and the foxy redness of Kyna- 
ston Reeves gave picturesque ef- 
fect to his distinguished perform- 
ance as the King. 

Shakspeare drew two good 
heuses in St. Louis yesterday. 84 
may be noted in passing, however, 
that the punning wit of “Twelfth 
Night" hardly drew a giggle and 
that Hamlet's assassination of the 
King did. H. T. MEER.

Warne’s record breaking attempt. 


Beats Meet Mark 6 Inches, 


Previous to making this attempt 
to crack the record,, Warne had 
cleared 13 feet, 11 inches, better- 
ing by nearly 6 inches the former 
Drake relay record made by Ot- 
terness of Minnesota a year ago. 

In addition to the recurd in the 
vault, new marks for the Drake 
carnival were established in the 
- 440-yard university relay, the 480- 
yard shuttle relay, college sprint 
medley relay, the two-mile run, 
shotput and the 440-yard relay for 
letter men from championship 
football teams. 

The crack University of Illinois 
relay quartet winning three relays, 
established records in two of them. 
The great Illini sprint team with 
Useman; Sentman, Cave and Pat- 
erson handling the baton in fault- 
less fashion won the 440-yard uni- 
versity event in 41 7-10, clipping 
a tenth of a second from the meet 
record held jointly by Kansas and 
lowa. 

Illinois came back with another 
record breaking performance to 
the 48U-yard shuttle relay with 
Litnyre, Cave, Rogers, and Sent- 
man skimming over the timbers in 
1 minute, 1 9-10 seconds. The Illini 
finished their afternoon’s work by 
bagging their third race in win- 
ning the 880-yard relay in 1 min- 
ute, 27 6-10 seconds. Useman, 
Dickinson, Cave and Paterson com- 
posed the Illinois team for this 
event. 


Notre Dame Wins 2-Mile. 


Notre Dame, credited with pos- 
sessing One of the greatest two- 
mile teams in America, wén a 
smashing victory from Washington 
State in this event with Wilson, 
Quigley, Abbott and Littel covering 
the distance in 7 minutes, 54 8-10 
seconds. Washington finished 
about 15 yards behind the Hoos- 
ters. Missouri's mighty one-mile 
relay team ran away from the field 
in this event, with Welch, Dills, 
Ulfers and Hursley running in or- 
der the Missourians covered the 
mile in the remarkably fast time 
of 3:17, failing by two-tenths of a 
second to shatter the record set in 
1923 by Towa. 

The four-mile event which Mar- 
quette University won, brought out 
a spectacular ducl between ttwo 
Olympic stars, Jack Walter, who 
was a member of the Canadian 
Olympic team, and Joe Sivak of 
Butler College, a member of the 
American 1928 Olympic team. Si- 
vak, however, could not out-run 
Walter and as a result Marquette 
won with a lead of 25 yards in 
18:6.6. 

In the 100-yard, dash Cy Leland, 
the thundering sprinter from Texas 
Christian University, defeated his 
Texas rival, Claude Bracey of Rice 
Institute, for the fifth time this 
season. Leland broke the tape a 
foot ahead of Bracey in 9 6-10, 
with Eddie Tolan of Michigan run- 
ning third. Leland and Bracey ran 
neck and neck half way down the 
course, but Leland gained inch by 
inch through - superior. driving 
power. 

Orval Martin, Purdue’s one-man 
track team, scored a spectacular 
victory in the two-mile run when 
he finished in front of the fastest 
field of two milers that ever com- 
peted in the Drake meet. Martin 
ran the race in 9:26.2, more than 
§ seconds under the Drake record 
established by Shimek of Mar- 
quette. It was the first time the 
Purdue star ever ran the two-mile 
in Srenpetten.

Just how long Clarence De Mar, 
the marathon runner, can continue 
in distance running races has fur- 
nished an interesting question since 
the 41-year-old veteran won his 
seventh Boston marathon the other 
day. He is considered a freak to 
be able to -ontinue running at his 
age. 

Yet De Mar will have to continue 
running for more than six years 
to surpass the record of H. N. Hu- 
ber, now a St. Louisan, who won 
three important 50-mile races at 
the age of 46, and who finished 
sixth in a brilliant marathon field 
when he was 49 years old. Huber’s 
record came to light following De 
Mar's performance at Boston. 

The 50-mile races which Huber 
won, of which he has data to sub- 
stantiate his story, were held at 
Nome, Alaska, 30 years ago, and 
the race in which he finished sixth 
was a feature of the Seattle-Yukon 
Exposition, in 1909. The latter 
race was promoted by Robert Gug- 
genheim, the Copper King’s son, 
and Tim McGrath, and the winner 
was Henry 8st. Yves, then the 
world’s champion marathon run- 
ner, John Marsh, Canadian cham- 
pion, was second, and Johnny 
Hayes, U. 8. Olympic champion 
was third. 

Fifty-Mile Race in Dance Hall. 

The 50-mile races at Nome are 
recalled with greatest interest by 
the veteran runner, now 70 years 
old.

The period of the five-Power 
conference saw the beginning and 
the end of three memorable trials 
—the end in each instance, not 
merely of a phase, with demurrers, 
appeals, motions in arrest of judg- 
ment, and other legal maneuvers to 
follow, but the absolute end. Two 
of the trials were for murder; the 
third was that of Clarence Hatry 
and his associates for one of the 
most gigantic swindles in financial 
history. 

To observers accustomed to think- 
ing of criminal] court procedure in 
terms of our “sporting theory of 
justice” {as it was called by the 
late Dean Lawson of the University 
of Missouri School of Law), the 
Hatry case and the fascinating 
Podmore and Fox murder cases 
have been brought to a full stop 
with a neatness and dispatch notb- 
ing short of amazing. Hatry and 
his pals, who but lately were pro- 
moting grandiose schemes involr- 
ing millions of pounds, are in jail 
Fox has gone to the gallows, and 
Podmore is under sentence of death. 
The cases are worth a brief review 
for the light they throw on the 
English court system. 

The Hatry group of companics 
crashed under a weight of fraud last 
October, carrying with them the 


headlines as “The Man With the 
Sear,” attracted almost as much at- 
tention as that of Fox. Vivian 
Messiter, for whom Podmore had 
worked, was found dead in Janu- 
ary, 1929, in a locked garage at 
Southampton. His skull had been 
crushed with a hammer three 
months before. Circumstantia! evi- 
dence pointed to Podmore as the 
assailant. Arrested December, last, 
as he finished a jail sentence for 
another crime, he was brought to 
trial at the Winchester Assizes on 
March 3, found guilty and six days 
later sentenced to death. 

On April 7 Pedmore’s counsel 
argued for him in vain before the 
Court of Criminal Appeal. His only 
remaining hope was that the Home 
Secretary would commute his sen- 
tence. Pleas were addressed to 
this official on the ground that the 
balance had been tipped against 
Podmore by the dubious evidence of 
prisoners to whom he had talked 
while in jail

Sterilization of Human Beings.

. Growing River Traffic. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
ATERWAYS today are not in the 
least obsolete. As a matter of fact, 

they are an ever-increasing eyesore to 
the railroads who are employing all the 
tactics of a chained tiger to throttle 
them. Fortunately for the river inter- 
ests, the Government today is again put- 
ting revenue not into the hands of pork- 
barrel politicians but into the hands of 
capable engineers, such as Gen. Ash- 
burn and others. Few people realize the 
ever-increasing importance of the rivers 
as carriers of ore, lumber, steel, coal and 
other commodities in which time is not 
an element. 

Today there are numberless sand and 
gravel companies along with common 
earriers such as the Union Barge Line, 
the American Barge Line, the new St. 
Louis Mississippi Valley Barge Line, the 
Standard Ol Tows, the Carnegie Stael 
‘Tows and numerous packet lines, offer- 
ing on-time arrivals. New terminals 
are being built all along the rivers to- 
day, and the demand for them is a far 
ery. Here at St. Louis we have the 
Federal Barge Line and small shipping 
Last year the tonnage car- 
ried on the Mississippi system aggregated 
ever 62,000,000 tons, a healthy figure,

within the required time following each decennial 
census, the Governor, the Secretary of State and the 
Attorney-General shall reapportion the State. An at- 
tempt at this alternative some years ago resulted in 
a weird decision by the Missouri Supreme Court that 


decision had jg ruled on the matter itself. The matter 
must be carried back to the court in the hope that 
it will reverse itself. It is impossible for the people 
to reapportion the State by so cumbersome a process 
as the initiative. 
Precisely what will happen with regard to the 
representation of the states by reapportionment de 
pends upon the census of this year and the final 
action of Congress. Congress will still have the 
power to change the apportionment and the number 
of representatives, though that is not likely to hap 
pen. The law passed authorizes the President to 
reapportion seats in the House of Representatives on 
the basis of the 1930 census and the existing mem- 
bership of the House, which is 435. On the basis of 
the 1920 census Missouri’s representation would have 
been reduced from 16 to 14. It is estimated that 
on the basis of the 1930 census this State will lose 
three members, reducing her quota to 13. If, there 
fore, the Legislature fails to redistrict the State in 
accordance with the number of Representatives, we 
will be faced by the interesting necessity of elect- 
ing 13 or 14 Congressmen-at-large. That might re-, 
sult in the election of all the candidates of one 
party to the House and would result in a pelitical 
mess. 
Illinois is no better off than Missouri. Gov. Em- 
merson wants to call a special session of the Legis- 
lature to relieve Chicago’s financial distress. He has 
been urged to include in his call the recommenda- 
tion for amendment of the revenue clause of the 
State Constitution. The Chicago Tribune says: 
There is much to be said for amending the 
taxation provisions of the Constitution, but no 
such step can be considered as long as the Legis- 
lature refuses to give Chicago and the other 
urban centers of the State an honest share of the 
legislative seats. Every member of the Legisla- 
ture is sworn to carry out the constitutional 
mandate to reapportion the seats every 10 years 
in accordance with population changes in the 
State, but there has been no reapportionment 
since 1901. Men and women who will deliber- 
ately violate their oaths, deliberately perjure 
themselves, to maintain control of the Legisla- 
ture, cannot be expected to treat fairly in matters 


of taxation those to whom they have denied rep- 
resentation. 


How long are the suburban communities, the die- 
hards of the old rural regime in the states, the un- 
constitutional drys, and those who willfully repudiate 
representative government, going to keep this up? 
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JUDGE PARKER’S NOMINATION. 


It is unfortunate that the nomination of Judge 
John J. Parker as an Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States should be consid- 
ered upon any other ground than merit. 
Apparently, debate on the nomination, which the 
Senate has set for tomorrow, will range into fields 
that should not enter into such a debate. If the 
Southern Democrats in the Senate are going to diane: 
for Judge Parker because his nomination has been 
protested by Negro organizations, and if other mem- 
bers, of the Senate are going to vote for him because 
his nomination is opposed by union labor, then con- 
siderations that ought not to enter into qualifica- 
tions of such a high officer of the Government as 
an Associate Justice will take precedence over his 
capacity and fitness for the place. 

It would in our opinion be best for the nomination 
to be defeated, and there is strong likelihood that it 
will be. It would be nothing new fn the history of 
the Senate, which furnishes some 20 precedents for 
such opposition to Supreme Court nominations. 
There is no evidence that Judge Parker is 
of Supreme Court caliber. There is no reason to 
believe that the appointment would tend to a better 
balance in that tribunal upon vital and pressing 
public issues. The Senate, therefore, can do more 
than express its resentment of political motives either 
in making the appointment or in opposing it. It can 
spare the country the consequences of an addi- 
tion to the conservative element on the Supreme 
Bench, already stronger than it should be.

As 
we all know, Dr. Meyer has invested his life in Mis- 
sourt University. His investment has yielded him 
just this—his professional reputation. That is the 
fortune he has accumulated in his 30 years of teach- 
ing and study. To him it is a precious estate. When 
the board of curators suspended him it was as if 
they had declared him professionally insolvent. Had 
the curators, sitting as judges, been versed in—shall 
we say—the law of professorial values; had they been 
properly solicitous to ascertain the truth; had they 
realized, as they should have, the real import of 
‘their verdict, it is impossible to believe that they 
could have rendered such a cruel judgment without 
according the witness the privilege of testifying. 

It is true, of course, that competent opinion repu- 
diated the curators’ judgment as tyrannical and ex- 
cessive. Officially the curators might put Dr. Meyer 
in stripes, as they did. Actually they revealed them- 
selves as deplorably unqualified for their high office. 
Against that sort of tyranny Dr. Meyer protests. He 
has had an experience to which the members of the 
faculty of our State University should not be liable. 
He is speaking for educational freedom, for the 
right of the college professor to be secure in his 
efforts to bear aloft the torch of education. His ideal 
appeals irresistibly to all citizems enlisted in the 
army of progress. 
We believe Dr. Meyer has done more than confirm 
the high regard he has long commanded among his 
educational peers. He has rendered a great public 
service to the State of Missouri. He has focused 
public attention upon the importance of the office of 
university curator. * It is, in all truth, a great of- 
fice. It is an appointment which the Governor should 
make only after the most searching examination. It 
is an honor to be bestowed only on the citizen of 
learning, character, vision and understanding of the 
university’s place in the destiny of youth. We have 
been too much disposed to make it an honorary posi- 
tion, and it is the bitter fruit of that neglect we are 
tasting now. 


It is estimated by the State Insurance Department 
that some $11,000,000 is still due policy holders in 
Missouri from stock, fire and storm insurance com- 
panies. Possibly $1,000,000 of this sum, or that part 
due from 10 per cent of the business which did not 
enter into a stipulation with the State not to contest 
its jurisdiction over rates, is in doubt. It may have 
to return to the courts. As to the rest, it is money 
collected from policy holders after the reduction was 
made and of which they have enjoyed the use. 
Having exhausted resistance in the courts to the 
10 per cent reduction in rates ordered by the depart- 
ment in 1922, the companies say they are going to 
pay up. How they are going to do so has not been 
announced. In the approximate $3,500,000 of refunds 
from February 1, 1928. now being distributed, there 
is no supervision by the department. It doés not 
even know how much is actually being refunded. 
Similarly, it would not know how much of the ap- 
proximate $11,000,000 was actually returned to policy 
holders. 

The State should step in and insist upon supervis- 
ing the refund, Not to do so would be to take the 
companies’ word for it, and the Governor has told 
us what their word is worth. 
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WAKE UP, MISSOURI! 

That low salaries impel public officials to make 
money outside is axiomatic. The likeness to Caesar’s 
wife which we hope to see in one assuming a public 
trust is much easier where the salary is fair. 

In the year from June, 1928, to June, 1929, the 
Attorney-General of Missouri, Mr. Shartel, got $3000- 
from Young Bros., a St. Louis brokerage concern 
which failed in March with a loss of $2,000.000 to 
investors. Mr. Shartel says he did nothing for the 
firm. Nevertheless, it is plain that fn giving hin 
the money the firm sought to estop him as the State 
prosecutor from moving against it: Mr. Shartel’s 
salary is $3000 a year. He receives in addition from 
the State from $1200 to $1500 annually as a member 
of the State Board of Bqualization, the State Board 
of Fund Commissioners, and the State Board of Per- 
manent Seat of Government. He therefore receives 
in all from the State from $4200 to $4500 a year. It 
is a miserable salary for the Attorney-General of a 
rich State like Missouri, with an assessed valuation 
of approximately $10,000,000,000.

We have 
already received more from Brazil 
than she has received from us. In

from France into Brazil totaled 
scarcely half this figure. 

In like manner, a commercial 
treaty is being prepared now be- 
tween France and Chile. This ne- 
gotiation was undertaken follow- 
ing the visit to France of the Chil- 
ean Minister of Finances. Raw or 
manufactured products originating 
in his country enumerated on the 
list would, according to this agree- 
ment, be impérted into France and 
favored by a minimum tariff. In- 
versely the balance of Franco- 
Chilean commerce would be favor-. 
ably treated in Chile, which  re- 
ceives from wus about three times 
as much as she gives. In order 
to protect, itself against the com- 
petition of synthenic -_azote, the 
Government of Santiago and Ram- 
inez is well aware of the situa- 
tion—is beginning to take steps 
to augment its velume of exporta- 
tions. 

Wwe have followed with great in- 
terest the highly intelligent action 
of Pablo Raminez in his efforts to 
stabilize throughout the world the 
nitrate industry, despite the pow- 
erful organizations of I, G. Farben 
industry and the Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries. 

In the course of the last three

RULES FOR REPATRIATION 
OF BRITONS NOT CHANGED 


Consul Here Points Out That Cases 
Must Be Referred to Foreign 
Office. 

British subjects who are in dis- 
tress will be repatriated at public 
expense only after specific refer- 
ence of the case to the Foreign 
Office, after production of satisfac- 
tory evidence that the subject will 
be mantained by relatives in En- 
gland and will not become a pub- 
lic charge, and on signature of a 
guarantee that the expenses of 
repatriation will be refunded, the 
British Consul’s office in St. Louis 
announced yesterday. 

The announcement was made be- 
cause of the increasing number of 
applications by persons who are 
unemployed or in financial diffi- 
culties to be repatiated at the ex- 
pense of public British funds. In 
many cases, the Consul’s office 
states, these applications appear to 
have been due to an impression 
that some change had been made 
in the regulations. This impression, 
the office explains, is mistaken. 
The regulations have not been

This strikidgy ges- 
ture of Gen. Pershing’s arrival, by 
which America pledged the fullest 
military co-operation, provided 
France with the certaihty of 
eventually conquering the invader 
regardless of the vicissitudes of 
battle and the evolution of the 
Russian turmoil. Legions of 
Americans were to be substituted 
for the failing battalions of the 
East. 

Thus the dice were thrown. 
America stepped forward along the 
path which knew no turning back. 
By the contrary moral effect, the 
impression in Germany was now 
disastrous. The game would be lost 
for the Central Powers.if they per- 
mitted the welding of the American 
with the tired Allied forces during 
1918.

has done as good a job as any- 


that in any event the judge, in the 
exercise of his great powers, will 
insure fair play. Whatever the 
reason, the trial gets under way 
with very little or none of the 
sparring over jurors that ig like- 
ly to consume hours or days of an 
American trial. In his authorita- 
tive work on the administration ol 
criminal justice in England and 
Wales, G. G. Alexander comments 
on the extensive use of the chal- 
lenge in America, “where,” he 
says, “the greatest difficulty seems 
to exist to get a jury together at 
all.” The difficulty in England, he 
adds, is “practically unknown.” 
Still another feature which dis- 
tinguishes English criminal pro- 
cedure from American is the ab- 
sence of any officer comparable to 
our district attorney. No political 
credit can be gained from a spec- 
tacular prosecution. The essential 
officer here is the Director of Pub- 


lic Prosecutions, who acts under 
the Attorney-General. He has 
wide duties in connection with 


criminal wérk, including that of 
advising the police regarding their 
legal problems. If they are uncer- 
tain whether or not to prosecute a

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stances, but In a murder case the 
Judge must accept the verdict of 
the jury and impose the death sen- 
tence: the Home Secretary then re- 
mains the sole hope of the convict- 
ed man. For centuries this officer 
has had the duty of saying whether 
the death sentence should be car- 
ried out or the royal prerogative 
of mercy exercised.

According to Bruere, who swore 
out a warrant under a city ordi- 
fmance, Padfield cursed him in the 
hearing of several women, and 
then retired to the saloon to shake 
the safe in another vain effort to 
open it.

For one thing the production of light opera at the big 
Forest Park Theater, will, for the first time, be ordered in accord- 
ance with the ideas of one man—and that one man, moreover, will 
have the assistance of beveral department heads so that the im- 
mense quantity of detail entailed in any production can be dispatched 
with something approaching a professional finish. 


This will eliminate, tet us hope, 
the possibility of an artistic feud 
between the murical director and 
the stage director—one which in 
the past has resulted in the dancers 
dancing in one rhythm and the o,- 
chestra playing in another. 

Another major defeat of past sea- 
s00s at the Municipal Opera lay in 
the fact that one set of principals 
was expected to carry through 
from the beginning to the end of 
the season—a plan that will be al- 
tered in fayor of one that involyes 
a constant freshening of the sing- 
ing personnel by bringing in new 
principals from week to week. 

The appointments affecting the 
music of this year’s opera have 
been reassuring thus far. The for- 
mation of the orchestra was dele- 
gated to Max Steindel, first ‘cellist 
of the St. "Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra, who will occupy a similar po- 
sition in the Municipal Opera or- 
chestra. 

Steindel is a musician of demon- 
strated skill and artistic sensibili- 
ties, who also happens to be a man 
of wit and tact, as well as a good 
executive. He has been connected 
with the musical life of St. Louis 
fof so long that the public may 
have forgotten that he had a con- 
siderable career before he came 
here. 

He~was playing the ‘celle when 
he was just a little German boy, 5 
years old. With his two brothers 
and his father, Albin Steindel, he 
participated in performances of 
string quartet music given before 
King EKeopold of Belgium, Kinz 
Ferdinand of Rumania and King 
Wiliam of Wurttemberg. The 
Steindel quartet also played at 
Buckingham Palace. and Max is 
probably the only ‘cello player alive 
today who ever sat on Queen Vic- 
toria’s lap for the “Widow of Wind. 
sor’ tiked the infant ‘cellist wel! 
enough to accord him that unusua! 
privilege,

this country for a tour. Max “- 
nally became solo ‘cellist with the 
Seattle Bymphony Orchestra wt 
1999 wonder Herbert Hadley and 
two years later came to Bt.

“We want the best possible or- 
chestra. We want you to pick th: 
best men available on no other 
basis than a musical standard.” 

According to reliable reports 
Bteindel took the directors at their 
word. The orchestra, tt ts 4de- 
clared. will be composed almoew 
entirely of men from @he Symphony 
Orchestra. 

The directors have also made a 
good selection tn their musical di- 
rector, Giuseppe Bamboschek, who 
for years was one of the mainste;s 
of Gatti-Casmezza’s etaff at the 
Metropolitan in New York. Tw 
patrons of the Bunday night con- 
certs at the “Met.” Bamboschek 
has long been a familiar figure. He 
also conducted operas from tine 
to time—Rimaeky-Korsakoff's 
a’Or” being one of his specialticr.

Schoenberg's Opera 
Produced at Met. 


Baffling Score, But Disconcertingly Old Fashioned Al- 
legory, Mark the Presentation of This Opus Which, To- 
gether With Stravinsky’s ‘‘Sacre du Printemps’’ in Bal- 
let Form, Makes a Holiday for the Modern Spirit.

NEW YORK, April 26. 
LL the world journeyed to the 
Metropolitan Opera House last 
Tuesday night to witness the 


unveiling of Schoenberg’s min- 
jature opera, “Die Gluckliche 
Hand,” and the First American 


showing but one of the dancing 
versions of Stravinsky's “Le Sacre 
du Printemps.”’ Mr. Gatti’s circus 
wasa pretty sight, indeed, with the 
town's best known shirt fronts and 
evening wraps conspicuous in boxes 
and orchestra chairs. The assem- 
blage was one to thrill the society 
edit6fs, the musical and dramatic 
critics and the plain people. I 
could spot, even without the aid 
of an opera glass, Mr. Otto Kahn 
and Mr. George yershwin, Mr, 
Laurence Lagner and Mr. Mamoul- 
lian, John Erskine, and president 
of the Steinways, Miss Florence 
Vidor and Mrs. Jascha Heifetz, Mr. 
Toscanini and Mr. Paul Kochanski, 
Miss Sophie Braslau and Mr. 
Mischa Levitzki and Miss Anna 
Duncan and Mrs. Richard Hale and 
dozens of other leading figures. It 
was as if one of Mr. Ralph Bar- 
ton’s famous curtains had come to 
life. 

The responsibility for this bril- 
liant turnout may be placed on the 
shoulders of the Modern Spirit, an 
emanation that has stalked all ar- 
tistically-minded persons from the 
moment that the eighteenth 
amendment was added to our Con- 
stitution. There may have been 
interest of a sort in the Schoen- 
berg opera, but most of us, I be- 
lieve, were drawn to the Metropol- 
itan by the prospect of beholding 
the physical embodiment of Mr. 
Stravinsky’s -famous “Rites,” a 
keener approximation of modern- 
ism than the more intellectual sym- 
bolism of “Die Gluckliche Hand.” 

This Modern Spirit, in fact, 
though pledged to symbolism, is 
more sympathetic to the kind of 
symbolism that deals with the basic 
forces of natyre, the kind that is 
explored by Stravinsky in his fa- 


mous pagan score. 
* © 

[ “ Gluckliche Hand” meant 

nothing to us last Tuesday 
night. The music of it was fas- 
cinating in a way, since it was 
Strange and wunharmonious, _re- 
sembled nothing else, and must 
have been horribly difficult for the 
performers to learn. That the 
score held no obvious beauties, no 
melody, no discernible form 
stamped it a true enough child of 
the Modern Spirit. But the story 
was a disappointment, for its sym- 
bolism whs so simple that one 
knew at once what it was all 
about. It was old fashjoned. It 
took no account of psychology. It 
held no gropings, conveyed no in- 
hibitions. When the curtain went 
up On a scene that resembled a 
fashionable perfumer's window on 
Fifth Avenue, one of those geo- 
metrical decors with sliding panels 
and many elevations, a Man was 
observed in the clutch of a bat-like 
monster and it was two to one that 
the bat-creature was Circumstance 
or Destiny or Fate or something 
equally old fashioned... At the ap- 
proach of a lithe and acrobatic fe- 
male, the Man freed himself of his 
animal-like burden and began 
making passes at the newcomer, 
who, it must be said, assumed at. 
titudes of encouragement. This bit 
of symbolism was easy to unravel. 
It meant nothing less than SOX.

DO not mean to convey that 


But our hopes for something 


really interesting presently van- 
ished; for an Elegant’ Figure 
emerged from nowhere onto the 


scene, a male personage dressed in 
the smart costume of the 1840s, at 
whose advent the Woman disen- 
gaged herself from the Man and 
clung to the stranger in the vio- 
lent manner of a Mime. 


Disillusioned, the Man entered 
the jewelry business, another piece 
of symbolism, which I-was able to 
identify as his achievements in art. 
Art, however, could not take the 
place of sex for as soon as the Ele- 
gant Stranger discarded the Fe- 
male (as we knew he eventually 
would) the Man sought her again, 
this time with less success than 
before, for the Woman not only 
repulsed him but threw a brick 
after him. The final tableau re- 
vealed the Man, as he was at the 
beginning, in the clutch of the Bat.

A gory for these piping times! 

At the fall of the curtain we 
all filed. into the lobbies in a per- 
plexed state of mind. On the face 
of it, it belonged to the dark ages 
of 20 years ago. On the other 
hand, it was inconceivable that so 
sophisticated an artist as Schoen- 
berg could have conceived an Alle- 
gory within anybody's comprehen- 
sion. The glaring discrepancy be- 
tween the tale and the music cried 
out for explanation. I, for one, 
chose to believe that the story was 
really not as simple as it appeared 
—that at bottom it was as pro- 
foundly baffling as the score, that 
the Man was the Bat, the Bat the 
Woman, the Woman the Elegant 
Stranger, and the Elegant Stranger 
Schoenberg himself. 


Came the “Sacre,” a@ score be- 
loved. and reverencéd by all who 
look,upon Spring as a phenomenon 
whose implications go vastly be- 
yond the pleasing effect of carol- 
ling birds and nice weather. In 
the prehistoric world, the advent 
of Spring, so it is said, was cele- 
brated by the uncultured inhab- 
itants of the world frankly as a 
season of love. Not of love in the 
Tennysonian sense, of course. 
Rather in the Freudian. The pa- 
gan holiday mood extended to ex- 
pressive dance’ and elemental rites 
which would, if attempted by New 
Yorkers at the present moment, in- 
cur the censure of Mr. Whalen. So 
esoteric an art as music can pic- 
ture orgies of any description with- 
out fear of police surveillance, so 
Stravinsky's orchestral facsimile of 
the ancient adoration of sex has 
delighted Manhattanites these 
many years.

orchestras are it is impossible to 
say in every case. Detroit has a 
budget of $406,000, and a deficit of 
$235,000. Cleveland, a budget of 
$434,000 and a deficit of $235,000. 
San Francisco, $253,000 and a def- 
icit of $156,000. The budget of 
Chicago runs into $383,000, that of 
Philadelphia is $821,000, while 
Boston spends $796,000 annually. 

“The guarantee fund of the Min- 
neapolis orchestra is $200,000 a 
year. The deficit of Cincinnati in 
some years ran as high as $250,- 
000. The gross: expenditures for 
New York in 1928-1929 were $870,- 
000 and this year will run nearly 
a hundred thousand dollars higher. 

“St. Louis’ orchestra should not 
be compared with New York, Phil- 
adelphia or Boston, for .each of 
these carries on its pay roll from 
30 to 35 moregmen than does St. 
Louis. It should be compared with 
the orchestras of Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land and Detroit, where population 
and iocal conditions are much the 
same. The deficits in Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati nearly equal 
the total expenditures of the St. 
Louis orchestra. Detroit has a 28- 
week season, Cleveland and Cin- 
cinnati a 30-week season. Their 
orchestras are also larger. Detroit 
has 87 men, Cleveland 93 and Cin- 
cinnati 94. St. Louis has a 23- 
week season and an orchestra 
of 78.”

KMOX Among Those That

Decision by the Federal Radio 
Commission at the last minute to 


extend for 90 days the order shift- 
ing a number of cleared channel! 
stations because of appeals to the 


courts by WHAS, KYW and 
WHAM, will affect KMOX, which 


was to have been moved on May 1 
from 1080 to 1110 = kilocycles. 
WTAM, Cleveland, is another sta- 
tion coming under the order. 

WHAS has been particularly eg¢- 
grieved because the order shifted 
it from the excellent wave length 
of 820 kilocycles, to make room for 
WCAU, Philadelphia, Pa., to the 
1020-kce. wave. KYW, required to 
give up the 1020-channel and take 
one still loWer down in the wave 
band, and also to take the recog- 
nized status of using a channel 
“borrowed” from another = zone, 
sought an injunction order. 

Virtually none of the changes 
could be made unless all went into 
effect. 

Recurring threats against the 
present method of breadcasting on 
cleared channels with high power 
will not be.resolved into action, if 
at all, until after Federal] Radio 
Commission has held the confer- 
ence with the radio supervisors in 
Washington the coming week and 
has digested the information gath- 
ered from them. Future commis- 
sion policies are expected to be de- 
cided largely on what is recom- 
mended by the supervisors. 

Since the cleared channel sta- 
tions are the leaders in this coun- 
try, the decision to be made hy 
the commission will have far- 
reaching consequences. More wave 
length shifts or addition of sta- 
tions on channels now used exclu- 
sively inevitably means that radio 
listeners must again bear with the 
inconvenience of finding new dial 
settings for their favorite stations. 

As most ofthe radio supervisors

The Auto Industry in Detroit 


Some of the Facts Regarding Output and Unemploy- 
ment; Process of Readjustmen:* 
Under Way.

DETROIT, Mich., April 
Slowly but surely the automobile 
industry is being readjusted, re- 
arranged, one might say, in line 
with a new policy of ptoduction 
and employment. The process has 
just commenced, but within a year 
it may be said that the American 
automobile industry will be func- 
tioning much as is the industry in 
Europe. 

Manufacturers, while not going 
into much detail, want it known 


that they are working in unison 
and that the old idea of mass pro- 
duction during about half the year, 
and then steadily decreasing out- 
put and subsequent laying off of 
men, is going out of style. It is 
recognized that the only way to 
keep the automobile, industry in a 
prosperous condition from now on 


the other hand it would mean 
steady employment. I am _ sure 
such a system would aid the manu- 
facturer, for the men would have 
more confidence in the company 
and would give  better-—.. service. 
This probably would also mean a 
more stabilized scale of wages and 
less inducement for men to leave 
for some other job with the pros- 
pect of higher pay.” 

The other day I went to Dear- 
born and talked with some of thé 
Ford employes. One said: “I am 
working again and thank God for 
it. I was out of work eight months 
and couldn’t get anything. The 
only thing that kept me from 
starving was odd-job work. For 
two years I worked for Ford, and 
used my savings to buy a house. 
But you can't eat a house. 

“You will find that the majority 
of Ford workers are accustomed 
to spend money freely. But they 
won't do it from now on.”

Germany Permits 
Visitors to Rent 
And Drive Cars 


Few Minor 


Requirements 
Need Be Met by 
Tourists, 


Visitors to Germany may this 
year énjoy the novel ‘experience of 
“driving themselves” by automo- 
bile over the scenic highways of 
that coufitry. Americans can rent 
a car at the ship's side as it docks 
in Bremen or Hamburg and tour 


een to Berlin, to the Rhine Valley, 


to the world-famous health and 
pleasure resort, Baden-Baden, or 
to the Passion Play at Oberam- 
merrau. Of if the party is using 
Paris as a starting point for Ober- 
ammergau, the most direct route 
is via Strasbourg, that quaint city 
near the Rhine, thence to Baden-, 
Baden fh the beautiful Black For- 
est, and on to Munich, where a 
music and drama festival will be 
held this summer. 

The only requirements for _ob- 
taining a “drive yourself” car in 
Germany is a driver's license is- 
sued by the country in which the 
tourist resides; a translation of 
the license, legalized by the Ger- 
man consulate and two passport 
photos. Upon. presentation of 
these documents, an international 
driver's license, good for most 
continental countries, may be Is- 
sued within 24 hours. No special 
road test is required, but the driver 
must be acquainted with German 
traffic regulations, which are sim- 
ilar to American rules. 

A unique feature of the service 
is that a car may be rented in 
Berlin and left at the driver's des- 
tination, such as Munich. The 
rates are reasonable, ranging from 
25 pfennig a kilometer (9% cents 
a mile) for two-passenger, cars, to 
45 pfennig a kilometer (17 cents 
a mile) for the larger chines. 
Chauffeurs may be hired for 20 
marks a day (about $4.76). The 
German roads are. considered 
among the best in Europe. There 
are no speed limits except,.in, the 
towns and cities, whtre it is 25 
kilometers an hour, but this is 
liberal enough, it seems, as_ it 
equals 40 miles an hour in Amer- 
ica,

One of the most exhaustive tests 
an automobile was ever put to in 
St. Louls has been completed by 
the Hudson-Frampton Motor Car 
Co., distributer of Hudson and Es- 
sex cars. A five-passenger Hud- 
son great eight sedan was used. 

The car was checked out of the 
Hudson-Frampton service depart- 
ment at 2:30 o'clock Saturday, 
April 12, and from then until noon, 
Saturday, April 19, it was driven 
a total of 6003 miles without the 
motor being stopped. Four driv- 
ers, working 12-hour shifts, put 
the car through its paces. 

Before commencing the reliabil- 
ity run, the car was put through 
performance demonstration by lo- 
cal newspapermen, The _  speed- 
ometer had been calibrated by the 
Stewart-Warner Speedometer Cor- 
poration for the speed and accel- 
eration tests, and the fuel con- 
sumption tests were made with a 
half gallon standard U. 8. fuel re- 
ceptacle attached to the carbure- 
tor. 

An average speed of 73 miles 
was made over a measured course 
in Illinois, timed by stop watches. 
Gasoline tests showed an average 
of 15.2 miles to the gallon. 

Encounter Severe Storms. 

All day. and night of April 12 
the car was driven in the vicinity 
of St. Louis, but beginning Monday 
morning, a run was made to Kan- 
sas City and back in 11% hours. 
Monday night the car was driven 
to Indianapolis and back. Tues- 
day a run was made to Spring- 
field, Decatur, Matoen and Van- 
dalia, and retyrn, the drivers en- 
countering two violent storms.

mall contracts on a mileage and 
space basis instead of a poundage 
system, to extend the present sys- 
tem, and to authorize the carrying 
of first-class mail on existing pas- 
senger lines was passed Thursday 
by the Senate and sent to the Pres- 
ident.

sighed as he wrote that entry in his 

diary. It was midnight. His muscles 

¢ till ached from the effort of balanc- 

‘Thg the cranky, dug-out canoe and now 

Writing, under the flickering flame of 

& candle stuck in a beer bottle, was 
making his head ache. 

At the other side of the thin-parti- 
tioned hotel room, his partner in the 
reptile-collection trip, R. J. Moody 
Lentz, lay in bed under mosquito net- 
ting, alternately shining and. ex- 
Unguishing a flashlight to quiet three 
rope-bound crocodiles that thumped 
and twisted on the floor. 

Outside the tropical stillness was 
broken only by the buzz of insects 
and the occasional call of nocturnal 
birds. San Pedro de Sule, like most 
of the other towns in Spanish Hon- 
duras, was asleep. The hard mattress, 
the iron frame, the worn mosquito 
setting of Perkins’ bed jutted invit- 
ingly from a far wall. But keeping a 
log was one of thé duties of the chief 
of the expedition. ‘It was March 19, 
only eight days before the reptile 
hunters would start back to St. Louis. 
Perkins sighed again and scribbled on: 

“After supper, Bonilla (Araman

“Quickly the boat was 
turned and we drifted in slow pursuit. 
Presently Terresa motioned toward 
the corner of the lake, and again the 
stalk began. This time he dove again 
and we lost track. 

“Then back to the edge of the lake 
until we had spotted another. This 
one was less wary, and with a quick 
thrust, Terresa stuck the harpoon 
into him. Down he went and the 
water boiled: Up he came with 
a loud slap of his jaws against 
the cayuca. One of the pad- 
diers, sitting half over the 
edge—our freeboard was not 
over six inches—giggled and 


of the boat. The croc missed 
hia haunches by inches, but 
i, didn’t seem to bother the 
boy. 

“after a tussie of about 10 
minutes, during which he 
dove and sulked on the bot- 
tom and swam and fought like 
a game fish, the croc gave up 
and we were able to tie his jaws 
shut and haul him aboard to be 
hog-tied. .Terresa pulled out the 
harpoon and we shifted the croc 
into another cayuca. Again we stalked 
and again ‘'erresa missed. And again 
and again Bonilla whispered in my ear 
that a cousin of Terresa had died two 
weeks previously and that the hunter 
was still drunk and could not judge 
distance. That was a comforting 
thought. 

“Mor three hours we hunted and 
got two more crocodiles. The last 


one we stalked was a big one with 


eyes large enough, judging from the 
six-footer we caught, to be all of ten 
feet in length. Fortunately for us, 
perhaps, Terresa missed and we 
called it a night and came in.” 

The crocodile hunt was but one in- 
cident in six weeks of adventure. 
Mountain Mons stalked the hunters in 
the darkness; sharks swam hungrily 
about the launch that labored with 
them through 100 miles of rough 
seas——and the possibility of snake 
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bite was al- 
ways present. 
None of these things, 
however,. bothered 
the young men as 
much as did the 
scarcity of reptiles, 
the rapid passage 
of the inadequate 
time allotted for. 
the trip and the de- 
laya thet were caused by natives and 
officials who could not be made to 
hurry. 

“Up at & o'clock,” Perkins wrote in 
the diary of February 15, “with little 
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snakes, then Moody saw 
a small snake in the 
leaves in the dry stream 
bed. It.is similar to the racers, but 
has a differently-shaped head. Re- 
turning in the afternoon, we caught a 
long, green snake as it was taking a 
drink in the stream. It was wild 
country we were in, but in this dry 
season the ground was mighty dry. 
The native told us in Spanish that 
many big Bebero (bad snake) lived 
in the hills. Bebero is the local 
name for bush master and fer- 
de-lance. This evening we took 
lights and went into another 
section of the hills. Until 
midnight we. walked and 
looked and searched —— no 
luck. Maybe tomorrow will 

not be so cruel.” 
The expedition at this time

They were among 
the number who came out from 
France to take part in an attempt by 
the Society of Jesus to Christianize the 
Indians of the St. Lawrence River re- 
gion. The missionary effort was de- 
voted principally to the Hurons, a 
fairly settled people, with the hope 
that eventually even the Iroquois, 
most unfriendly of all the tribes in 


that territory, might be brought into — 


the fold. 

The Huron country lay between 
Georgian Bay of Lake Huron and 
Lake Simcoe, and here the Jesuits 
established several missions, with that 
on Isle St. Joseph, in Georgian Bay, as 
a base.

from cornstalks given them to eat. 

At last the party reached a village 
where the town of Auriesville, New 
York, now stands.

As 
a@ result, he was suddenly brained with 
a tomahawk when walking with 
Jogues: The priest gave him the last 
absolution. 2 

Father Jogues was spared on that 


‘occasion and given as a slave to an 


Iroquois family. He utilized his situ- 
ation to preach to his captors when- 
ever possible, to minister to other In- 
dians who were taken prisoner, and 
to learn the Iroquois language. At 
last he escaped with the help of Dutch 
settlers in the vicinity. He accepted 
their aid only after learning that he 
was soon to be killed and deciding that 
he could be more useful to his cause 
alive. He got aboard a ship and 
reached France, but soon returned to 
the missionary field in America.

cept religion in their extremity. A 
crowd of the Hurons gathered in the 
church and he assured them, “My 
brothers, today we shall be in 
heaven.’’ 

As the enemy came near, however, 
he urged those in the church to flee 
‘and bear with you your faith, even 
to the last sigh.’’ For himself—"I 
must face death here, as long as I 
ebull see here any soul to .be gained 
for heaven.”” At the church door he 
met the shrieking invaders, and a 
flock of arrows and a bullet felled 
him. The savages beat his lifeless 
body and cast it into the flames that 
were consuming his church. 


HE four other martyrs gave up 

their lives in the next year as the 

relentless warfare of the Iroquois 

on the Hurons drew toward its close— 

a warfare which was to leave the Hu- 
ronAribe almost exterminated. 

Near the end of 1649, Father 
Charles Gernier was killed at St. 
Jean, where he had founded a mis- 
sion among the Tobacco Indians. 
Again the Iroquois were the slayers. 
A band of these warriors, approach- 
ing by a circuitous routé, avoided the 
Tobaccos, who had gone forth to meet 
them, and fell upon the village when 
it was without an adequate force of 
defenders. The priest hurried to his 
church, told the people who had gath- 
ered there to flee for their lives and 
gave them his, blessing. 

He refused to join the fugitives, but 


remained to give the consolation of his 
religion to any who would accept it. 
Men, women and children he baptized 


while flames started by the Iroquois - 


roared about him and the triumphant 
yells of the victors and the death 
shrieks of, the vanquished rang in his 
ears, as muskets blazed and hatchets 
rose and fell. So he worked until 
several bullets brought him down. 
Mortally wounded, he was seen drag- 
ging himself toward another dying 
man—the last soul he might save on 
earth—when the Indian woman who 
gave the account of his last moments 
was herself struck unconscious. When 
his body was found it had been 
stripped and there was evidence that 
an Iroquois tomahawk had stopped 
his final missionary effort. - 

Father Noel. Chabanel had been 
with Father Garnier at St. Jean, but 
just before the sack of that place had 
been transferred. He was on the 
trail to his new post, accompanied by 
a few Christian Hurons, when he 
heard Iroquois approachng in the 
night and his party took refuge in the 
depths of the forest. He lagged be- 
hind—and failed to reappear among 
his fellows. It was eventually learned 
that he had been murdered by a Hu- 
ron apostate who had come to hate 
the church. Chabanel’s temperament 
was such that the missionary life had 
been particularly difficult for him, 
and, although of excellent mind for 
most learning, he had been unable to 
gain any sort of mastery of an Indian 
language. But he refused to yield to 
his natural inclination to give up this 
work and took a vow “of perpetual 
stability in this mission of the Hu- 
rons.’’ | f : 

The martyrdom of Father John de 
Brebeuf and Father Gabriel Lalement 
has given to the Church one of its most 


moving exaniples of spiritual strength 
and to the secular world a truly as- 
tounding instance of human fortitude. 
These two priests were captured 
when the Iroquois took the Huron vil- 
lage of St. Louis, in March, 1649. They 
been urged to seek safety in 
flight as the‘enemy approached, but 
refused to do so; their post, as 
Francis Parkman wrote in “The Jes- 
uits of North America,” was “in the 
teeth of danger, to cheer on those who 
fought and open heaven to those who 
fell.” So they. were seized by the ene- 
my when the latter won the town. 
With the other prisoners, they were 
taken to the village of St. Ignace, 
which-had been captured earlier in the 
day, and thefe burned at the stake. 


N ACCOUNT of the ‘tortures 
they endured before death ené- 
their suffering is given 

in “Jesuit Relations and Allied Doc- 
uments,” edited by R. G. Thwaites, 
a compilation of reports made by 
Jestit missidnaries. It relates that 
parts of the bodies and limbs 
were cut from the living victims;

And 
now the Congregation has satisfied it- 
self that they fulfill all the require 
ments for sainthood, among which is 
the accomplishment of at least two 
miracles since beatification. The de- 
cree of canonization which Pope Pius 
will issue in June will give effect to 
this decision of the church tribunal. 

Among the miracles attributed to 
Father Jogues before his beatification 
were many cures of ailing persons, for 
whom he had been asked in prayers 
to intercede. One of the cures at-
